SIR, 

In  obedience  to  the  resolution  of  the  House  of  Representative?,  of  the  7th 
instant,  I  have  the  honour  to  transmit  the  following  statements,  viz: 

1st,  A  statement  of  the  valuations  of  lands,  lots,  with  their  Improvements, 
dwelling  houses,  and  slaves,  within  the  several  counties  of  the  State  ol  Penn- 
sylvania, as  revised  and  settled  by  the  board  of  principal  assessors,  and  the 
amount  of  the  quota  of  the  direct  tax  of  each  under  the  act  of  the  9th  of  Janu- 
ary, 1815. 

2d,  A  statement  of  names  of  the  principal  assessors  tor  the  several  col- 
lection districts  within  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  resolution  also  calls  for  a  statement  showing  the  valuation  of  real 
property  and  slaves  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  and  in  each  county  of  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania;  the  quota  or  amount  of  direct  tax  apportioned  to  the  said 
cit;,  and  each  of  the  said  counties,  and  the  rate  of  tax  on  the  100  dollars  of  as- 
sessed property,  agreeably  to  the  valuation  and  apportionment  made  under 
the  act,  entitled  "  An  act  for  the  assessment  and  collertion  of  direct  taxes  and 
internal  duties,"  passed  July  22d,  1813,  and  the  act  entided  "  An  act  to  lay 
and  collect  a  dir  jct  tax  within  the  United  States,"  passed  August  2d,  1803. 

No  valuation,  or  assessment,  was  made  under  these  acts,  in  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania;  that  State  having,  in  pursuance  of  a  provision  to  that  effect 
contained  in  the  act  of  the  2d  of  August,  1813,  assumed  and  paid  its  quota  of 
the  tax ;  in  which  case,  by  the  same  act,  it  was  directed  that  no  valnation  or 
assessment  should  take  place.  The  only  part,  therefore,  of  the  statement 
called  for  by  this  member  of  the  resolution  of  the  House,  which  can  be  fur- 
nished, is  the  quota  or  amount  of  tax  apportioned  to  the  city  of  Philadelphia, 
and  each  county  within  the  State  of  Pennsylvania."  This  was  fixed  by  the  act 
ofCongress  of  the  2d  of  August,  1  f>l  3,  and  a  co|7  thereof  is  annexed,  marked  3. 
Tne  resolution  also  requires  such  statement  of  the  transactions  of  the 
board  of  principal  assessors  within  the  said  State,  as  reported  to  the  Treasury 
Department,  as  will  show  what  charges,  if  any,  have  been  made  by  them  in 
the  relative  valuation  of  property  in  any  of  the  counties,  and  the  princip'es 
on  which  they  proceeded  in  performing  the  duties  required  of  them  by  tiie 
act  of  the  9th  of  January,  1815. 

The  changes  made  by  the  board  of  principal  assessors,  in  the  valuations 
of  the  several  counties,  as  hrst  made  by  die  individual  assessors,  and  W'Li>  h 
changes  were  deemed  necessary  by  the  "board,  for  equalizing  the  valuations  of 
property  throughout  the  State',  are  exhibited  in  the  statement,  first  above 
mentioned,  marked  1 . 

The  principles  on  wliich  they  proceeded,  in  performing  this  duty,  so  far 
as  they  have  been  reported  to  tliis  department,  consisted  of  an  endeavour,  by  a 
careful  and  repeated  examination  of  the  valuations  in  every  county,  and  in 
every  part  of  the  State,  to  obtain  an  equal  and  just  valuation  universally,  of 
the  property  subject  to  the  direct  tax.  The  actual  cash-price  of  the  property 
was  made  the  basis;  and  each  principal  assessor  was  required,  in  relation  to 
Ixis  own  district,  to  inform  the   board  what  rate  of  addition,  or  whether  any 


was  necessary  to  bring  the  valuations  to  this  standard.  The  same  having 
been  considered  first  in  committee  of  the  whole  and  then  by  tne  board,  the  de- 
cisions were  made  by  the  majority,  and  the  result  is  exhibited  in  the  above- 
mentioned  statement,  marked  1.
